REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the citizens of Meredith, the following repert is 
respectfully s BE 

The efforts of the oS in the several districts have 
resulted in good success, generally. First class teachers 
have been employed in: a small number of the schools and 
earned their pay. It is to be regretted that other schools 
have been less fortunate. 

The Summer term in No’s. 1 and 2 was taught by Miss 
Annie KE. Wuckins of Ioldefness a young teacher wanting 

experience. 

The Winter term was under the instruction of Miss E. 
D. Sanborn of Gilford, who knows her business and has a 
conscientious regard for the interests of her pupils. Won- 
derful progress was made by nearly all the scholars. 

The Summer term in No. 3 was tar ught by Miss Julia A. 
Eaton with commendable success. 

The Winter term was under the care of Miss Elvira J. 
Bemis, who has taught many terms and seems pleased 
with her vocation and interested in the welfare of her 
pupils. 

In No.4 there was noSummer school. The*Winter school 
vas taught by Miss Mary S. Eaton of that District. More 
than one-third of ihe scholars in this District were unable 
to attend school in consequence of not having provided a 
suitable place. The management of the school was satis- 

factory to all who could send their children. 


at 


District No. 5 has two schools, the Summer term of the 
higher department.was taught by Miss Mattie J. Jackson 
of Centre Harbor, a teacher of large experience. The 
discipline and progress in this schoo! were satisfactory. 

The Summer term of the Primary school was taught by 
Miss M. Ellen Beede of that District. There seemed to 
be amutual good will existing between the teacher and 
pupils making everything generally satisfactoy. 

The Winter term of the Primary department taught by 
Miss Beede. She sustains the same relation to her pupils 
as in her former schools; this being her fourth term in the 
same school. 

The Winter term in the higher department is taught by 
Mr. A. B. Tasker of Sandwich who seems to be accomp- 
lishing a good work, has secured and sustains good order, 
is energetic and persevering in his efforts, and in the opin- 
ion of the Cominittee, this is, thus far, the best term in 
this district for many years, and the most advanced school 
in town, 

In Disttrict No. 6 the Summer term was taught by Miss 
Emma W. Cox of that District. This was her third term 
inthe same District. Everything connected with the 
management of the school was satisfactory. 

The Winter term was under the instruction of Miss 
Etta F. Fellows, a teacher of experience who seems at 
home in the school room. Her efforts were attended with 
success and gave general satisfaction. 

District No.7 union with Laconia, two terms. First taught 
by Miss Hattie J. Hoyt. This was her first effort gs a 
teacher. Good order was sustained and general satisfac- 
tion given. . 

The Winter school in No. 7 was: visited by Committee 
of Laconia. 4 

In District No. 8 the Summer school was under the care 
of Miss Sarah L Plummer of Alexandria. Miss Plummer 
may be classed among our best teachers. The improve- 
ment in discipline and progress with the several studies 
were extraordinary 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Frances A. Plum- 
er of Alexandria. The progress in this school was gener- 
ally satisfactory 

The one term in No. 9, Winter, was taught by Miss E. 
R. Robinson cf Laccnia. Miss Rebinsen sustains he 
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eood reputation as a teacher and gaye general satisficlion. 

The two terms in district No. 10 were taught by Miss 
Ellen B. Plummer of that District. Miss Plummer he: 
been eminently successful in this school. The order was 
everything that could be desired, and progress very com- 
mendable. 

District No. 11 one term taught by Miss Jennie Edgerly.
